Montreal, of course, will become an 
{mportant air junction for the United 
States, since the trans-atlantic ships 
will proceed from Montreal down to 
New York. 

Test flights will be carried out with. 

The necessary 
aeroplanes to inaugurate the service 
have already been ordered. By this fall 
it may be possible to fly from Winni- 
peg to Vancouver overnight. Private 
companies will operate branch lines 
connecting with the trans-Canada air- 
way, it is presumed. 

What About Wheat? 

The announcement by James R. 
Murray, chairman of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, that by the end of the 
current crop year (July ist) all 
stocks in government hands would 
have been sold, has given rise to a 
crop of theories as to what the gov- 
ernment will do about wheat market- 
ing in the future. 

Ottawa will have, of course, the 
benefit of the Turgeon royal commis- 
sion report. But the wheat policy ot 
the government cannot help being af- 
fected by politieal considerations, also. 
The question arises, will thepresent 
Wheat board be abolished, and a re- 
turn be made to the open market, 
with the private speculator in full 
charge? 

For political reasons, this may be 
seriously doubted. The wheat board 
as now constituted, is pretty likely to 
be left in existence, as a guarantee 
against disastrous slumps in the price 
of wheat. All that the government 
would need to do would be to pass an 
order in council about the 1st of Aug- 


ust, repeating the arrangements of 
last year. 
Guarantee Against Loss 

That would guarantee the wheat 
producer against having to sell his 


wheat this fall for less than 87 1-2 ¢ 
per bushel basis No, 1 Fort William. 
It might cost the government nothing 
but a few thousand dollars to main 
tain the board. At the same time it 
would assure teh farmer against a 
serious collapse in prices. 

My own guess would be that if such
